The North American Newspaper Alliance is to pay $500,00 each for 


cable dispatches, to vary in length from 550 words to 750 words. The North 
American Newspaper Alliance agrees to pay $1000.00 each for descriptive mail 
articles of 1000 to 1200 words each for its exclusive use, these payments to be 
made promptly after publication of the cables and mail articles. Please instruct 
us where the checks should be sent and how they should be made out. 


It is understood that you contemplate spending from two to three 


months' time in Spain, and that you will either send cable dispatches whenever 
the news events warrant, or upon request from us, but we reserve the right to 
limit the cable dispatches to a reasonable number if we think developments in 
Soain do not warrant more. It is further understood that this agreement in no 
way limits you from writing magazine articles and a book, and that this letter 
covers only cable dispatches and mail articles for newspaper publication. I am 
also enclosing a letter of credentials. 


Will you be good enough to sign one copy of this letter under the 


word "Accepted" and deliver it to the messenger, as I have signed both copies. 
This will constitute a contract. 


In conclusion you have my best wishes for a great success, and I 


am gratified that you are going to write for the North American Newspaper Alliance, 
and hope that you will continue to do so regularly.
